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A GENERAL SURPRISE 


GLADSTONE’S STIRRING MANIFESTO TO HIS 
CONSTITUENTS OF MIDLOTHIAN. 


The Home-Rule and Land-Puschase Bill 
Thoroughly Reviewed—A Hard Rap at the 
Opposition—The Liberal Defection — The 
Turkish-Grecian Imbroglio—Greece’s Reply 
to the Powers—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, May 3.—Gladstone’s manifesto was 
kept such a secret that its appearance is a gen- 
eral surprise. It was printed only in special 
editions of the morning papers and, therefore, 
there are no comments as yet. It was sent 
originally to Scotland. The Birmingham Post 
this morning contains an article estimat- 
ing the number of the Liberal defection 
at lll, which would defeat the government by 
nearly 80 votes, but it admits that five-eighths 
of these will vote for the measure. If the Irish 
members are not excluded I have tabulated 
with great care the names of the full Liberals 


who have not yet given a distinct sign of opin-. 


The number of so-called

GLADSTONR’S MANIFESTO. 

LONDON, May 3.—In his manifesto to his Mid - 
lothian constituents, Mr. Gladstone concludes 
as follows: 

„Tou must not be discouraged if, in the 
upper ranks of society at home, you hear a 
variety of discordant notes—discordant alike 
from our policy and from one another. 
Gentlemen, you have before you a Cabinet 
determined in its purpose and with an in- 
telligible plan of its own. I see very Ittie 
else in the political arena either determined or 
intelligible. I will now proceed to speak of 
the state of things within and without Parlia- 
ment, and the nature and importof the next 
great step to be taken for the progress of m 
measure. I speak now of the home-rule 
bill and leave the laud- purchase Dill 
to stand on the declaration already 
made, adding only an expression of regret 
that while the sands are running from the 
hour-giass the Irish landlords have given no 
indication ofa desire to accept the proposal 
formed in a spirit ot the utmost allowable re- 
gard for their apprehensions. I do not under- 
estimate the grave importance of differences 
of opinion among Liberals. Some are inclined 
to rule the whole question alnst us by 
authority. They say: Surely such a 
number of able, consistent, even extreme 
Liberals, would not have seceded except 
in obedience to the imperative dictates of 
truth and reason.’ I will say nothing of the 
motives which determined us to confront the 
risk ofsuch a parting. I earnestly recommend 
a reference to the lessons which history sup- 

lies, It is not the first time in the history o 

iberalism that a section of the Liberals, un- 
der chiefs of distinction and ability, have 
dissented from the general view of the 

arty to the delight and, doubtless, the 
advantage of the Tories. There was an 
illustrious secession previous to the war with 
Bonaparte. There was a similar sécession 
when it was proposed to disestablish the Irish 
Church. But, eventually in both cases it was 
proved that in principle the party was right

In each previous secession the dissentients 
agreed upon an active substantial policy.

Tue returns of the foreign trade of the 
United States for March showed a total 
volume of $118,727,985, against $104, 374,611 
for the corresponding month of 1885. There 
was a gain of $7,061,282 in imports anda 
gain of $2,292,042 in exports, a total increase 
of $9,353,824 in foreign trade. But the ex- 
cess of imports over exports in March,1886, 
is $6,847,819, against an excess of $1,578,079 
in March,1885. For the first three-quarters 
of the current fiscal year the imports 
amount to $470,981,670, against 5433, 780, 320 
for the corresponding period of last year, 
andthe exports to $15,492,350 this year, 
against $591,725,185 last year, an inorease 
of $37,251,341 in imports and a decrease of 
$76, 232,835 in exports, and still there is an 
excess of $44,510, 680 in exports over im- 
ports, which excess will probably be 
largely inoreased by the shipments of 
April, May and June, thethree remaining 
months of the fiscal year. 


Tue fight over the District Attorneyship 
will serve a most useful public service in 
calling attention to the fact that no one ex- 
cept the District Attorney himself knows 
how much money the District Attorney 
draws from the office.

UNSOCIAL SOCIALISTS. 

The cable announces that the leading 
Socialists of England are engaged in re- 
pudiating the leading Socialists of the 
United States. This is probably true, the 
leading idea of Socialism being that each 
Socialist disagrees with every other fel- 
low-believer, and treats him as a hum- 
bug. 

In the light of this circumstance, the 
future of Socialism stands outvery clearly. 
It will continue to grow until it is big 
enough to fall to pieces, and as fast as it 
reaches the stage where there is enough 
of it to quarrel over, the quarrel will be- 
gin. With the processof disintegration go- 
ing on as rapidly as the process of growth, 
there is little prospect that Socialism will 
ever become a danger to society, or that it 
will force its sway upon an unwilling 
world. 

Socialism has been much talked of; has, 
in fact, existed asan element of modern 
intellectual activity ever since the Euro- 
pean revolutionary movement of forty 
years ago. In all that time it has not 
produced one great man, has not attr acted 
to itself one great mind, has not furnished 
the world with one great idea, has not given 
any help to the solution of any 
social or political problem. It has 
made no practical attempt to realize 
its theories, and, in fact, has not even 
formulated its theories, and appears to be 
further from accomplishing anything to- 
day than it was forty years ago. It is now 
a harmless delusion entertained by a few 
philanthropic but quarrelsome cranks, 
and the world has ceased to notice it, ex- 
cept when its quarrels attest that its 
feeble existence continues otherwise un- 
noticed.

SENT BY BAIL. 


Cattlemen Shortening the Trail—Cheap Rail- 
road Transportation. 


GALVESTON, Tex., May 8.—Thousands of 
beef cattle are being brought here by rail to be 
started on the trail. Heretofore most of the 
cattle from tne ranches struck the trail in the 
Southern or Western part of the State. This 
year the long drought in the Pecos Valley has 
forced cattlemen to send their herds as far as 
possible by rail before starting them on the 
trail. This has never been attempted before, 
as cattlemen thought it would cost too much. 
The reverse has been the case. Instead of the 
customary losses of cattle on the trail 
before they got out of the State, 
there is no loss at all. Leading 
cattlemen here, looking after the interests of 
their herds,express the opinion that there will 
be no national trail in a few years, as railroad 
trapsportation from Texas to Dakota, Mon- 
tana and Colorado will be found cheaper. 
There are thousands of head of cattle, and 
thousand ot head of horses leaving here every 
day; the cattle for Dakota and horses for 
Kansas. Water and grass are exceedingly 
searce in Western exas, Owing to the 
drought, and cattle that passed a good winter 
are going to market in very poor condition. 
The trail is now virtually open, and fully 
45,000 head of cattle are going northward. 


A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY.

BLISS AND HIS FEES. 


The U. S. District Attorney Replies to De- 
partment Criticism. 


United States District Attorney Bliss re- 
turned to town to-day from the South in order 
to be in attendan upon the District Court 
and Federal Grand-jury. Referring to the 
department’s overhauling of hisaccounts, Mr. 
Bliss stated that the Comptroller had ruled 
that in order to claim his fees for attendance 


in court he must be present 
in person, and not 7 his 
assistants. In other words if a matter of great 
inagnhituée js en aging his attention in his 
office he must defer it in order to go into court 
and try a paltry routine case, such as a petty 
violation of the revenue laws or some trifiing 
matter involving a fine of a dollar and costs.

He 
had only claimed and received such fees as the 
statute clearly authorized. Section 363 of the 
act of June 20, 1874, authorized the Attorney-

a provision that while no civil officer of 
tne Government should receive pay compen- 
sation from the Treasury beyond his salary it 
should not be construed to prevent the em- 
ployment of a District Attorney for services 
not covered by his salary or office. Mr. Bliss 
said that while the salary of a District At- 
torney derived from fees was limited to $6,000 
erannum, it more often happened that the 
ees did not reach half that amount.

THE EIGHT-HOUR DEMONSTRATION. 


Saturday Night’s Meeting and Several La- 
bor Gatherings Yesterday. 


The eight-hour demonstration at Lucas 
Square Satarday evening drew a crowd of 
about 10,000 people. The space was illumin- 
ated by torches and two calciums placed on 
the stand that had been erected for the ora- 
tors. Several of the unions carried trans- 
parencies and two or three red flags 
were visible in the gathering. Addresses 


were made by George Winter of the 
Cigarmakers’ Union 4, Fred Haller of New 
York and Max Stoehr and Joseph Reif- 
graeber. The lasttwo named spoke in Ger- 
man. The general tenor of the remarks was 
to the effect that recent inventions in labor- 
saving machinery had made a reduction of the 
hours of labor necessary to an equalization, 
The politicians and law-makers had been pe- 
titioned, and had neglected to remedy the 
matter. It now devolved upon the workingmen 
to bring about the reform 7 peaceable agita- 
tion. A resolution was read and adopted stat- 
ing that the eight-hour movement was the first 
step in the emancipation of labor and provid- 
ing that the Ist of May should be celebrated 
in the future to commemorate the inaugura- 
tion of the movement. 
SUNDAY MEETINGS. 

Yesterday was a busy one with organized 
labor. Meetings were held at almost every 
ball where labor lodges have aasitting. The 
Central and higher unions were also in session 
preparing for the anticipated action of the sub- 
ordinate lodges. 

THB CENTRAL LABOR UNION 

admitted the Typographical Unions 8 and 8, 
the Tanners’, Hatmakers’ and Shoemakers’. 
The Progressive Carpenters applied, but were 
advised to join the regular union of the trade.

THE REMOVAL OF THE DEPOT OF INDIAN 


SUPPLIES TO ST. LOUIS. 


Senator Cockrell’s Bill on Imports to Interior 
Ports Approved—Southern Flood and 
Washouts —- The Stock and Bond Call— 
Leoseness of Toledo Grain Inspection — 
The Kansas Crop Prospects — Commercial 
Chat. 

R. D. Lancaster, P. M. Nicholson and E. O. 
Simmons, a committee appointed by President 
Cobb to consider Senate bill 1877, introduced 
in the Senate by Hon.F. M. Cockrell, submitted 
a report to a meeting of the Board of Directors 
at 1o’clock to-day. The report unqualifiedly 
favors the bill of Senator Cockrell as one likely 
to remove many unpleasant aud unjust re- 
strictions on the import commerce of in- 
terior porta. The bill, the report says, 
tends to promote and enlarge the facilities 
of importers at interior cities in the transac- 
tion of business with foreign countries. It 
abolishes discriminations against explosive 
articles and articles in bulk; it abolishes any 
limitation of time in which the formalities of 
entry must be made and various other discrim- 
inations, and will afford great relief to mer- 


chants, tourists and immigrants. The report 
ofthe committee was accepted andthe in- 
dorsement ofthe bill by the Board of Trade 
will be sent to Washington. 


One of the most important subjects for the 
consideration of St. Louis merchants and one 
which calls for active effort is the proposed 
removal of the depot of supplies forthe In- 
dian service from New York to st. Louis and a 
meeting of merchants and allinterested in this 
matter been called by PresidentS.W. Cobb 
of the Exchange for to-morrow rnoon 
at 8 o’clook, but was postpone’ to- 
day. The depot of supplies worth a 
matter of some , 000, 000 or $6,000,000 a yore: to 
any cit t is situated; that is, the vol- 
ume of business transacted by it amounts to 
this much and draws this much trade tothe 
city. There is no reason that St. Louis should 
not sess the depot, because as a matter of 
fact it ia the natural distributing point to all 
the sub depots and agencies in the Indian na- 
tion and throughout the West. The only thing 
required is an effort to get it, and this meeting 
is called so that all necessary steps may be 
taken tothis end. The particular object of 
the meeting as stated fin the notice is the con- 
sideration of the desirability of the local mer- 
chants | bids for the supplies at the 
present time. It is thought that one argument 
which will be brought against the removal of 
the depot to this point willbe that the mer- 
chants here do not put in bids for the con- 
tracts, and itis to shut off suchan argument 
that the merchants are desired to interest 
themselves. The bids for this season have all 
been referred to New York, and hence the de- 

hot cannot be removed until next autumn.

He 
does not speak in terms of praise regarding 
the No. 2 soft wheat which Toledo has been 
boasting of as the finest in the land; nor does 
he think very highiy of the Toledo sys- 
tem of inspection. The No. 2 soft, he 
says, is a good showing wheat, but as 
a shipping wheat it’s n. g. He found it im- 
possibie to obtain a standard of their No. 2 
soft and could getno satisfaction out of the 
elevator people, the Chief Inspector or the 
entire Inspection Board when he attempted 
to arrive at some idea of what Toledo No. 2 
soft really was. Nov, John Fears has the 
reputation of being a man who. will 
stand no nonsense, so when he found 
the elevators trying to unload upon him alot 
of stuff that would not pass in apy market as 
No. 2, he called in the Ohief Inspector and 
then the whole board and showed them so 
plainiy tha} he would not be imposed upon 
that they rejected most of this wheat. There- 
after he got a better 2 — of wheat and in 
all took cars for St. Louis. Not all of this 
wheat would inspect No. 2 in this 
market but nearly all would and 
the balance was a good straight millin 
wheat. Thereis not much more of this goo 
wheat left in Toledo, and Mr. Fears intimated 
that he pitied any market—Baltimore, for in- 
stance, as Tolepo — 7 to ship there that 
gets this ‘‘finest in the land —No. 3soft. Joe 
Davidson of Thyson & Davidson, the firm 
bringing this wheat here, also arrived from the 
great wheat center, and spoke in about the 
same terms regarding its wheat. There was 
only about 400,000 bushels inthe Dayton ele- 
vators,’’ said he, ‘‘that was good wheat and 
worthy to rank with St. Louis No. 2. I told 
em over there that they had been running the 
St. Louis grade down and pufling their own 
until they began to believe themselves that 
they had a better wheat than ours. They’ve 

ot about a million bushels left that, I’ll 

et, they’ll sell out pretty cheap before 
they get rid of it Twenty-eight cars of 
the wheat arrived to-day, and six of the cars 
were rojected because they had too much 
cheet and trash mixed with it, but Fears stated 
that these cars were rejected by him and were 
sent anyhow in spite of his protest.
